ASHINOTOK. July m— 'Aft! 
cording to advices received ■ by, 
the bureau of; manufactures 
the .laiiaiiese government lias under- 
taken one ot the greatest oxperiment3 
in the world's history, which indicates 
a clear purpose to protect, supervise, 
develop and nationalize ail Japanese- in- 
dustries. 

It is staled that tlie provision for tlu^ 
nationalization of railways was but a 
single step in the great plan of indus- 
trial iiatioiinlization to-n'ard ■which tha 
country is fast approaching.- .. ;

You can feel future 
great iie.'-s in tlie air, si> to speak. In \yiu- 
illpe — witli its Immense business bniid- 
iims'iiere and there, and being constnnily 
added to— and with Its miles of streets 
(still utreets.aespUo.the many open spaces 
h'lBg bdfcwe(5rf.Vthp: htjildings, especially to- 
wiirds the outBklrtis of the town) running 
Into the country on every hand. And all 
tills has iieen ncconiiillslicd within the 
couipans of a goueratlmi. 'I'he streets ti-'CUi 
with people from nil iimirters. Italians, 
Chinamen and .laps, preponderating anioug 
those not Anglo-Siix(Ui. The cmuitry sin- 
rounding the town Is planned out for 
miles awav. Into building lots, and I 
dare sav it' would take twb'e or three 
limes the present popiilalion to fill up tho 
hind thus allocated for linllding pur|)Oses. 
Thcae hUlldlug lots are boii.s'ht and sold 
speculatlrely by all and sundry, such of 
them na lie In or near the city running 
to verv high prices. This, of couit-ie, Is a 
stale "of things c.\lstlng lo a lessor or 
greater extent In every town In tho llo- 
mlnlun. in many of the larger towns, 
f^UfU as •Winnipeg. Vaiu'ouver, Kdmoutoii, 
Ciiigary and Heglnn, not to speak of the 
smaller places, a land boom in town lots 
lirovalls, and farm lands, tilniiiariy, al- 
though perhaiis ni>t to so great an ex- 
tent, are risiior In values also. Tills Is not 
to be wondered ;!t in the face of the greai- 
Clirreat o£ immigration. in Miuitroai 
about the middle of ,lnne, Mr. Pipe and 1 
■were told, hy an officdal eonversaul wllli 
the facts, that Immigration up bi the ilat-.! 
of I lie eonviu-sation w.is eoiislilerably h gh- 
er than It had been for tlie whole of la.^t 
■ year !• have found the trains crowded 
with homc-seetersK nnd nil over tlio^-North- 
went lands Itf seems to bp a. case of prairie 
today nnd homestead tomorrow*. 

The country furnishing the largest num- 
ber of Immigrants is the United States, 
from which sottiens arc crowding acrosn 
tlio border in large uumliers, a clrcnni- 
slanc of the inmost slgnltleance wb"ii 
thr. slirewdni'ss of the .Yankee is taken iii- 
!■) account. In this conneetloii, while 1 
do nor sav to anvone, •-Come to Canada, 
I do say. 'and 1 say it with eniiihasis, "if 
vou we.nt to come. I'oiiie al oiicc." for the 
best of the survcyi'd hind Is lieliig raiddly 
taken up. 

l-'roin wliat 1 iiear, for I liavo net my- 
self experleact'd It, the winters all over 
Canada proper, Southern Alberta excepted, 
are both coid'atsd prolonged. Many claim 
that although cold, the coldne.S3 l« of a 
natnri' easllv borne; but, be tiuit a.i it may. 
the acM'cided opinion is that the ciiinate of 
British Cfdnmlda is much more suitable to 
one from the -Motherland than that of tho 
Eastern (I'rovlncos, nnd that the climate of 
the Vlctotla district Is thes best tn Brltlsli 
Columbia. Here I can myself speak from 
n little experience. For the llrst week of 
mv residence liore 1 saw no rain— hardly 
a "cloud. 11 was all the time a I'ase of a 
succession of Ijrtght sunny days, and 
moonlit ulglitHi ou -wblclt It was n pleasure 
to 1>e nDroad. Apaa't from the climate it- 
.self I have not In 20 years travel seen a 
place to equal It. not mily In uatura' 
but in the beauty of its luilldlligs, public 
nnd iirlvato. and In the lovcdy gardens that 
surround tlie outlying residences. . On the 
tmblle roada ontslde the town, frequent 
glympses are 'ti' 'be scen'o't tlie Sco, with 
acrosES tho water the noble chain of tho 
Olympian mountalni?, the tops of which, 
being ahovi; the lino of perpetual snow, 
are always snow-c.npped. Victoria, again, 
has liehlnd and at Its sides a mngntilcently 
wooded coiiiitr.v. but here I regret to have 
to stale, many of tiio Victorians do not put 
a proper value upon their timber, upon 
wlilcli Iji'aiity of scenery m much depends 
— there lias in many idac'os been a dcplor- 
al)le want of Uiis,'rlnilmitlon in tho cutting. 
Despite this, .delightful woodland drives 
are to be found nir over, the place, and the 
Victorians do-"' utJt -fall' to frequent them. 
It Is recorded somewhere that a Dublin 
Jarvey onco expressed the opinion that: 
'•r:(ublln was tlie cardriveiiess place In tlio 
world," and, if so, - Victoria would make a 
not bad second to _it, nIthouRh, of course,, 
the vehicles here are '.uflt, such as you sec 
In Dublin. Motor, cftfSi - nl80,, flrc numerous 
In Victoria, for th<' wpafth-«>f 'the province 
is centred here. A better built, bettor- 
dressed population you will not llnd any- 
where, nnd 1 say it as one wini lins seen a 
little. -of -the fashlonaliie • thorouilifares of 
London and l'nris. Altogether tliev are .-i 
fine, bnndsome pi-oplo, and I confctis my- 
self free of any feeling of splendid Isoia- 
tlob nmone them,,; 

I natl thanltfitl tliat the foregoing waB not 
written before I pns.sdd through Van<'Ou- 
ver. Otherwise 1 -would ere this have cmne 
to a vlob'Ut end. Vnic'eiiver denies .-ill 
merit to Victoria, wlilcli it professes to 
regard as a "Sleepy Hollow." Diticusslng 
Victoria with a Vancouver man, I remark- 
ed: "Vou'll admit, Mr. lUolmcs, that Vic- 
toria has not half the Taliifnl! of Vancou- 
ver." "I don't admit It." answered Mr. 
Holmes, vcheiiiciiily. and wit'! i ho carne.st- 
ncris of coaviii ion. "l know tlioy think so, 
but," said he, looking Into my face to ns- 
Kure himself that I wns credltlnK what he) 
tinlU— "the reason Is tbot tbey don't get' 
up ttntll the inlcWle of the dii.v, nnd so tbey 
lion't see it." I was soniowhdt staggi'red 
in in.v belief in this on finding tlmt in tlio 
liondnion lioie", Victoria, wlioro 1 i)nt up. 
brealifast Ic on the table every day at (i 
o'clock in the morning. In Scotland, most 
of lis would be In bed for an hour or two 
after that. 

Hut there Is one thing the Vnncouver 
peoplo have iliat tlie Victorliiiis may well 
envy tliein. ;ind that is llio stupendous 
••I'.ig Trees" in Stanley jiarl;, Vancouver. 
They imiiress evi'ii luon- lliaii tlii' mau-nifl- 
cently granri iianorama of tlio Kooky Moun- 
tains as soon fi'i;.ni tlio l ',iii,'idi,'i u I'nol.'ic'

Khad ^i'ead » 
ber of denorlptlons of the sceiiery of "Tlie 
Itoekles," but none that did them .lustlce, 
and I v.-as iiwe-.struck by, what 1 came pro- 
pared to smile at. Of course, they were 
shown lo every i.dvnntage derivable from 
perfect weather conditions. 

Dut I would go further to sec the 'MUg 
Trees" In Stanley I'ark, Vanocuiver, -which 
must iie seen for their size to lie realized. 
1 started to span one of them with my 
arms and 1 had made eight spans wheui I 
foiiiiil that 1 had lost track of whori' I 
started from, 1 then tried It with n llex- 
ible nieasuriiig rule. Iiul witli n like rctiiilt. 
.Mr. Kidor. the park superlntenilent nfter- 
w.irds Informed me, however, tliat the cir- 
ctiinferonce of that ]iartleubir tree was .'lO 
feel, hut that another one, known ns "'t'lio 
il$lg Tree," wa.s Uli feel round, taking tli:; 
measurement six feet from the .'iround. 
This would mean a thlckne.ss or dhiinoter 
of nbomt 20 feet to realize which lot any- 
one take, s.i.v sevrii good tdeps f.rmii a 
Willi and look back at the Intorvonlng 
space. 

Of all I s:iw In Canaila I would put those 
big trees ilrsi, the Ifocky Mountain scenery 
second, find the growth of Winnipeg, the 
youngest giant idly of Canada, third. Tlie 
coiilidence of AViiinipeggi'rs In Its future 
Is nuhoiinded. A priimliioiit real estate 
agent there.
